German Dream Shattered 

p —- 

The plane for a record vessel launching on Independence Day far from 
miscarried; as a matter of fact, something even better than had been hoped 
for was successfully placed to our national maritime credit. A total of 112 
United States ships took to their native element, their combined tonnage 
being 474,464 tons. Steel vessels, number 42, of 287,464 deadweight tons; 53 
wood vessels of 187,000 deadweight tons, and a bevy of naval craft con¬ 
tributed to the grand total. While we have but one Independence Day each 
year in the national sense of the term, the outlook is that we will have many 
during the coming months in an international sense, there being small 
chance of any one period from midnight to midnight that will not demon¬ 
strate to Germany that her dream of world conquest has been shattered, and 
that a reckoning tribunal is in process of being staged for her complete 
discomfiture. The shipbuilding organization now developed and the enthu¬ 
siastic support being accorded it may not longer be overlooked as early 
omens of overwhelming victory. 

Whatever other qualifications Germans may claim it cannot truthfully 
be said that perception of any grade lies to their credit; otherwise if the 
entry of the United States into the war against them did not give pause, then 
the subsequent course of events might well have done so. Germany has 
been “counted out” many months ago, and the knowledge of it, though world 
expressive, has apparently not yet been apprehended by her. A few more 
launchings and a few more millions of America’s youth 'Over There will 
not fail, however, of the desired result in due course. 

German prisoners interned at Hot Springs, N. C., have amused them¬ 
selves by constructing out of oddB and ends of wood and metal a typical 
German village of little pleasure houses, with tiny paths and gardens, which 
they use during the daytime. Now the government has ordered the removal 
of the internment camp to Fort Oglethorpe, and the prisoners must leave 
behind their laboriously made little village. If their kinsmen in Germany 
had built villages instead of destroying them, it would have been better for 
the world and infinitely safer for democracy. 

Have you read General Pershing’s list of acts of gallantry in the army 
and marine corps in France for which the "distinguished service cross was 
awarded? Each incident as recorded contains all the elements for a long 
heroic story. 

The man who loves liberty best and would do his utmost for it is the 
one who is most willing to have the Government tell him what he shall eat, 
how long his coat shall be and how many pockets he shall have upon it.

Simmer one or two hours. 

Indian Delight.—Cook a half pound 
of spaghetti In boiling salted water. 
Chop one small onion, one clove of 
garlic, a green pepper fine and fry in 
half a cupful of olive oil until the 
onions are golden, then add a cupful 
of condensed tomato, one and a half 
teaspoonfuls of salt, cayenne and pap¬ 
rika to taste, a hulf teaspoonful of 
Worcestershire sauce. When thorough¬ 
ly heated stir in a half cupful of 
cheese. When melted add the spaghetti 
and a half a can of corn and lastly a 
half pound of hamburg steak, soft¬ 
ened with cold water to prevent Its 
cooking In lumps. Stir over the Are 
for five minutes and turn Into a baking 
dish. Sprinkle with grated cheese and 
bake 20 minutes. 

California Pudding. —Take a cupful 
each of raw potato ground, a carrot 
and apple, also ground, a cupful of 
brown sugar, a cupful of raisins, a cup¬ 
ful and a quarter of flour, a teaspoon¬ 
ful of cinnamon, a half teaspoonful of 
cloves and a teaspoonful of soda stirred 
into the potato. Cream a half cupful 
of shortening with the sugar, dredge 
the raisins with a little flour. Mix 
and steam three hours. Serve hot 
with hard or liquid sauce.

The shares in. class A may be paid 
for at the rate of 50 cents per share per 
month, and in class B at the rate of 75 
cents per share per month. Shares may 
also be purchased upon single pay- ' 
ments of $75. The shares in each of 
these classes will participate in the as-! 
soclation's net profits, and the month¬ 
ly payments, plus the profits appor¬ 
tioned thereto, are continued until they 
equal the amount of the shares sub¬ 
scribed for. 

The publicity given this movement at 
the luncheons of the Commercial club 
and through the newspapers in advance 
®f the organization of the association 
resulted in more applications for loans 
on the first day that the offices of the 
company were open than could be ta¬ 
ken care of. It is believed that the 
movement will stimulate a great 
amount of building activity.

FLIGHT OF THE MOSQUITO. 

Th* MaUria Laden Peat Rarely Travela 
More Than a Mile. 

There is a good deal in modern 
prophylaxis in taking care of the mos¬ 
quito, but it is always a feature iu the 
case to know how much territory must 
be covered to assure a reasonable de¬ 
gree of safety. If mosquitoes were 
like birds, cupable of outdistancing a 
railway train and for scores of miles, 
the problem of oiling the ditches und 
ponds would be a very serious one, 
and the question of careless neighbors 
would be a very wide one. The prac¬ 
tical limit of flight of Anopheles quad- 
rlmaculntus, the insect selected for the 
trials, proved to be about a mile. 

The method used by these investiga¬ 
tors in their experiments was to stain 
mosquitoes and report on their recap¬ 
ture after being liberated. The species 
in question was selected for the work 
from the fact that it is the most vigor¬ 
ous flier of its group and is probably 
the principal carrier of malaria. The 
result of the research suggests that at 
the distance of a mile and a little bet¬ 
ter from a prolific breeding place the 
individual is quite safe, and his efforts 
ueed be directed only to the nearer 
pools. 

The mosquito apparently required 
three days for the Journey and in some 
Instances returned to precisely where 
it was caught, for the specimens were 
oftentimes carried to a common point 
before being liberated, but were col¬ 
lected iu places where they were quite 
abundant.—Public Service Health Bul¬ 
letin.

A number of South San Francisco 
residents were victims of the charity 
swindle, “Little Children of the 
Poor,” which was exposed when the 
police raided the offices of James 
Jordan Worthington in San Francisco 
on Monday. 

The scheme, which was operated 
here by a “Mrs. Decker,” was to tele¬ 
phone to telephone subscribers and 
ask a contribution of $2, which, when 
pledged, was called for by a collector. 
It Is alleged that the women employed 
by Worthington succeeded in collect¬ 
ing in excess of $125,000 by this 
means. 

Victims were told that a large 
charity organization was asking for 
the donations. 

While operating here “Mrs. Decker” 
used the offices of E. E. Cunningham. 
Judge Cunningham took it for granted 
that the charity was a legitimate one 
and gratuitously offered the use of his 
office to further what he believed to 
be a good work. 

Worthington claims that he had 
started “The Little Children of the 
Poor” to furnish fresh milk to thou¬ 
sands of indigent children. 

The San Francisco police have been 
unable to find any families that have 
been supplied.

had been used to destroy the engine 
of the Vaterland, being poured into 
the machieery and giving the engines 
eight or ten turns. We printed the 
story some three days afterward, and 
it was promptly denied. 

Collector Dudley Field Malone of 
the port of New York said the state¬ 
ment was ridiculous, that no such 
thing had happened. We sent to Ma¬ 
lone at once, and asked him how he 
knew. He said, “Well, our laws, as 
far as I can figure them, will not 
allow me to go below decks at this 
time to search”; and we asking if he 
expected to find this damage to the 
machinery in the smokestacks. 

The next day we compelled a gov¬ 
ernment search, and they discovered 
the wreckage, exactly as stated, to 
every bit of this machinery. That is 
the reason why now the first of these 
ships is only being made ready for 
sea, six months after we have de¬ 
clared war. 

We were able to ascertain these 
conditions with the aid of forty young 
men and young women students of a 
certain college in this country who 
patrolled these docks for a week, day 
and night, without either the knowl¬ 
edge of the German secret service, or 
of our own two hundred officers of 
Collector Malone’s Utility Squad, all 
of whom were on those docks at the 
time. These university students are 
not American students—that is, not 
born American students—they were 
all Bohemians. 

1 want to say that an acknowledg¬ 
ment is due, as far as our work is 
concerned, to the splendid help that 
we have received for three years from 
over a million Slavic people in this 
country. There is not a city or town, 
gentlemen, in the United States, 
where we have not been asked to call 
on, and have called on many times, i 
these people for any kind of service, 
without a dollar of pay for expenses 
or anything else, but they have cheer¬ 
fully responded. Over two years ago 
we practically had on the staff sev¬ 
eral hundred thousand Bohemians 
and southern Slavs in the United 
States. Over three hundred of them 
were in the city of Chicago alone. 
And some of the most efficient work 
that we have Jiad done has been done 
right here in Chicago by Bohemian 
cititzens of this country and of this 
city. 

Two years ago we notified the gov¬ 
ernment, through the President and 
Secretary of State, that the Swedish 
Minister, Mr. Eckstrom, in Washing¬ 
ton, was every day sending von Bern- 
storff’s messages by code to Stock¬ 
holm, to be transferred from Stock¬ 
holm to Berlin. Well, they did not 
think it was so. Six months after 
that, a year and a half ago, we re¬ 
peated our declarations, and we gave 
several copies of the messages. It 
was felt to be so, conditions were 
such that they did not want to say 
anything about it. A little while ago, 
when Count Luxbourg, in the Argen¬ 
tine, revealed what he was doing, the 
situation, of course, came back home, 
and tilings were done then which 
should have been done a year and a 
half before; which leads me to the 
condition of our secret service. 

The secret service of the United 
States, I do not think, contains one 
traitor, or one disloyal man. But it 
consists of a handful of men who are 
worked to death, and whose appro¬ 
priation per annum is less than what 
von Bernstorff spent in one month in 
New York City alone.
